His departure was preceded 
a few weeks ago by that of 
another Soviet spy who left 
hurriedly, but voluntarily, when 
his cover was blown, informed 
sources said. He was Mr Yuri 
Goloviatenko, a correspondent 
for the Soviet news agency 
Novosti. 

The expulsion of Mr 
Efremenrov was decided here 
last Friday at the first Cabinet 
rieeting of the new Govern- 
ment headed by Seûor Leopoldo 
Calvo Sotelo. ۴

that he tried to buy military 
secrets from a Spanish double 
agent.

Last year a prisonsr who had 
been kepr in a “special control 
unit” for troublemakers—uow 
disbanded—tried unsuccessfully 
to sue rhe Home Office for 
false imprisonment, The judge 
found the Prison Rules had 
been breached but that rhe 
courts had no power to inter.

Whether the Select Committee 
Report on Monetary Policy has 
any immediate impact on policy 
now depends on the Cabinet and 
Tory backlenchers. The outline 
of the argument in the report 
is straightforward. The: dif 
ferent schools of thought on 
monetarism are ‘distinguished. 
The treatment by each school 
of the major questions in 
monetary policy are considered 
in the lght of the evidence in 
support of therm, and of the 
policy implications. 

The report shows that tight 
money works primarily by dam- 
aging competitiveness ` since 
foreign exchange markets re- 
spond more quickly thar do 
domestic wages and prices.

A lost painting hy Adam 
Elshzimer, the influential German 
arlisl whn was working in Rome 
sriunml 1600, is to be suld hy 
Christie's an April 10. [t is “St 
Helena questions the Jcw ” ant 
comes frùm 4 severpanel tabher- 
muacie ; the other pancls orc owned 
by rhe Franklurt _Stadclisches 
KunsuUnstitut. Its discovery by 
Christie"s in Australia last year 
completes an extraordinary art 
detective storv. 

The very existence of the taber- 
nacle (wlıuich depicts °“ The Finding 
ard Exaltation of the True 
Crass ”) had been forgottet until 
1927. In that year Mr J. A. F-. 
Orbaan published au article Ir 
Apulln Mugozine on documents he 
had found in the Medici archives 
in Florence 

When a monograph on Elshetmer 
was published in 1936 by Heinrich 
Weizsicker, a sketch of the altar- 
piece by Ludovico Cigoli had also 
been discovered. The book, bow» 
ever, stl assumed that al! the 
pauels were Jost, although one was 
ilustrated in the book 

That was "“ Heraclus carryîng 
fhe Cross", in the possession of 
Sir Alec Martin, a former chalr- 
man of Christies. Iu 1938 arrother 
panel, ** The Glorifcation of the 
Cross was sent for sale at 
Christie's by the Duke of Norfolk ; 
1t was bought by Colnagbi’s. 

in 1933 Coinasii's allowed the 
director of tbe Frankfurt museum 
tn take the painting back to Ger- 
many on approval.

Consultancy in the recession 


Martin Vandersteen, this year's 
chairman of thé Managêé- 
ment Consultants Association, 
reckons that the nature of the 
business has changed substan- 
tally since he came into it 20 
ycars ago. 

Time was when the manage- 
ment consuitarıt was a creature 
from a strange planet, thinking 
and talking in a language quite 
different to that of the earth- 
buund industrialists and traders 
who amployed his services 
when driven to it by dire 
necessity. Now, he says, clients 
are qule likely to use their 
management consultants as a 
pool of labour, highly trained 
but basically complementary to 
their existing staff, on which 
they can draw when the pres- 
sure IS onl. 

Thar, he thinks, reflects the 
fact that clients have become 
very much more sophisticated 
in their approach, so that they 
now ewmiploy internally the sort 
of eRe that were pecu- 
liar to the management con- 
sulraaot 20 years ago. And, 
because companies arê now re 
lucraat to employ staff to cope 
with peak periods when it 
might be difficult and/or ex- 
pensive to shed them when 
dermand declines, it is a trend 
he can see accelerating. 

Nar that the old-style, trouble- 
shooting çonsultant has passed 
intro oblivion. On the contrary, 
he is almost as much in demand 
as ever, though the nature of 
his client bas changed. Accord- 
ing to members of the Manage- 
ment Consultants Association, 
demand has held up surpris- 
ingly well over the past year, 
and while the number of con- 
sulrants may have declined 
slightly—by perhaps 5 per cent, 
according to Mr Vandersteen— 
this is largely a result of under- 
recruiting, Certainly, he says, 
there has been nothing remotely 
like the shakeout of 1972, 

The worst of the downturn 
has been overseas, reflecting 
the impact of a stronger pound. 
Jn the United Kingdom, of 
course, demand from manufac- 
turing industry is in some 
respects well down, because 
artempts to improve production

making has improved, “or f 
would like to think so”, Mr 
Kapioltas adds swiftly. Staff 
relations have benefited and 
the group is happy with the 
way the local community has 
responded to the importation 
of a comparatively large 
number of jobs.
